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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2, 4-6, and 9-1 6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reason for allowance of the power amplifier module is the inclusion of, among other 
unique features as recited in the claims, the current control circuit (77) for inputting an 
output current of the power supply voltage detecting circuit (75), (for) converting the 
output current into a voltage and (for) controlling the voltage to current conversion circuit 
(76) such that when the voltage is larger than a predetermined voltage, the output 
current of the voltage to current conversion circuit (76) becomes substantially constant 
with regard to an input of the output control voltage equal to or higher than the voltage. 
The best prior art (see cited references) does not disclose or fairly teach a power 
amplifier module comprising these features. Therefore, the claims are allowed.
